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Who Owns the Springs ? 

If we want a correct answer lo this ques- 
lion, we must go btifk u> the lime when the 
Islam! was inhabited only by Indians, 
'I hey were then in actual occupation, hud 
were the tme. original and lawful proprie- 
tors of Vancouver Islam!. Tho Indiana 
were dispossessed of llieir right to alieiuiie 
any portion of the soil by the Spanish navi- 
gators, who claimed the country for Ihejr 
monarch— tinder the European rule, the 
light of discovery. Subsequently Spain 
ceded what wa.« then Quadra's Island, but 
now Vancouver Island to llio Enulish, ami 
the Spanish title was thus vested in Ihe 
Crown of Etiglai'ld. Since the cession undot 
the Nootka Treaty in 1790, the right or both 
Russia and the United States to Vancouver 
Island has been put forward. The Southern 
boundary of Russian America was, however, 
fixed at 54:40. The only other party who 
disputed the right of England was the 
United Stales. By the treaty of 184G, which 
nettled the boundary at the 49th parallel, 
the excrusiTO sovereignty of the Island was 
goeranteed to England. From the time of 
the cession by Spain, in 1790, down to 1842, 
no fixed settlement was made on the Island, 
either by the British or any others under 
their sanction. The Indians only inhabited 
the country ; they alone occupied the town 
gile of Victoria. Piior, however, to Is!-', 
in the year 1838, the Hudson Bay Company 
obtained from the Crown a License to trade 
exclusively with the natives over all the 
British Possessions west of the Rocky 
Mountains. Under that License they bad 
the right to settle, enclose, and cultivate the 
noil for twenty-one years, the time for 
which the Licensa was granted j but the 
License did not guarantee to the Company 
any fight to the soil after the License ex- 
pired. 

The Hudson Bay Company having no au- 
thority but the License to trade with Indi- 
ans, located the site of Fort Victoria in 
1842, and completed the Fort in 18-13. From 
that time to 1340, when the Boundary Trea- 
ty was ratified, they occupied and cultivated 
the soil. The treaty did not interfere in any 
way with their right under the Crown Li- 
cense of 183S; but simply guaranteed the 
possession of those rights anew, which was 
deemed necessary, inasmuch as England 
had cnled her claim to the Sovereignty ol 
Washington, Territory and Oregon to ihe 
United States. If the Compauy bud not 
had its posessory rights guaranteed in the 
treaty, the United States could have dispos- 
sessed them at any m iment. It was not 
till I85ff, that the Company's right to AmeVi- 
cao soil ceased in Oregon. The Company set 
„p n claim to the soil then, after the expira- 
lion of Ihe license: but ihe clam, has been 
repudiated by the United Stales, and by the 
Commits- « of the House ol Common, on 
Hudson Bay Company's AHairs, in 1--5,.
